WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—President 


Roosevelt was urged today to take some 
action looking to the termination of the 
Russo-Japanese war. The request was 
made by the interparliamentary union 
through the president of the organiza- 
tion, Representative Bartholdt of Miss- 
ouri. Dr. Bartholdt explained to 
the 


president that tho consensus of opinion 
among the members of the union and 
among European parliamentarians with 
whom he is in correspondence, was that 
the president of the United States was 
the one man with the possible exception 
of the emperor of Germany who indicat 
ed a disposition to try to bring tlie war 
to an end, who might be listened to on 
the subject with favor by Russia. Dr 
Bartholdt pointed out that, although 
Russia had let it be understood that any 
offer of mediation from whatever source, 
would be not only unwelcomed, 
but 


would be regarded as an unfriendly act, 
such an attitude was in violation of the 
plain stipulations of The Hague conven- 
tion of whoeh Russia was not only a par- 
ty, but of which the czar was the mov- 
ing power.

WINERS TO END STRIKE 


Nearly 300,000 in Germany "Vote 


to Return to Work at 


Noon Tomorrow. 


ESSEN, Feb. 9.—A convention of del- 


egates representing the strikers ot the 
entire Rhenish-Westphaliau coal region 
.dopted a resolution today to return to 
work at noon tomorrow. The resolu- 
tion which was proposed by the legisla- 
tive committee of seventy was adopted 
with only five negative votes 
against 


five hours' debate. 


The prevailing view of the leaders ap- 


pears to be that the strikers managed 
their campaign in such a, way as to win 
public opinion and government support. 
Besides the strikers had reached high 
water mark and could safely trust the 
government to pass a measure making 
several of the points complained of il- 
legal such M not paying for coal con- 
taining stones, and shortening the hours 
of labor first to nine and then to eight 
and a half in.ordinary- temperatures 
and to six in high temperatures. In ad- 
dition tho miners could strike nguin if 
they found the government's law inade- 
quate.

LONDON1, Feb. 8.—The privy council 


Tendered its decision this morning in the 
Grcene-Gaynor case in favor of the Am- 
erican government. 


The decision simply reverses Justice 


Caron's judgment and leaves Greene and 
Gaynor under remand as before Justice 
Carou intervened. 


Although sufficient detail is not yet be- 


fore the law ofTicc here to warrant a 
final opinion as to the effect of the privy 
council decision, the present understand- 
ing is that it will result in the immedi- 
ate rearrest of Gaynor and Greene who 
are -at liberty in Quebec under surveil- 
lance of 'Washington secret service offi- 
cers. If the renewed application for ex- 
tradition is granted, the men will be 
brought to Atlanta, Ga., for trial on 
charges growing out of the misappropri- 
ation of government money in connec- 
tion with the river and harbor works on 
the Georgia coast under the administra- 
tion of Capt. Oberlin Carter. 


John 1". Gaynor and 
Bcniaroin 
D. 


Greene were indicted in Savannah, Ga., 
Dec. S, 18nn. charged with embezzlement 
and defrauding the United States gov- 
ernment together with Capt. Oberlin M. 
Carter, in the performance of govern- 
ment contracts for the improvement of 
the Savannah river nnd other river and 
harbor work in that district, the illicit 
profits being eatimated at ?2,000,000. 


Ga-ynor and Greene were arrested in 


JTew York. 
They contested extradition 


to Georgia and when the United States 
commissioner decided thtit they must go 
to that state and plead to the indict- 
ments they fled to Canada. They had 
been at liberty on 94,000 bail each and 
this was forfeited. Efforts to extradite 
Gaynor and Greene from Montreal were 
progressing favorably nnd the extradi- 
tion commission was sitting in Montreal 
when Gaynor and Greene went to Que- 
bec. A question arose as to whether 
they could be brought back and the de- 
tectives kidnapped them and took, them 
to Montreal. There was a big legal fight 
over this action and a Quebec judge is- 
sued a writ of habeas corpus which was 
served on the jailer at Montreal who de- 
livered up the prisoners without notifica- 
tion to the extradition tribunal and per- 
mitted thorn to be rushed bnck to Que- 
bec. Efforts to quash the writ of habeas 
corpus under which they had been re- 
turned were denied by Justice Carson. 
After a long legal controversy, Gaynor 
and Greene obtained their liberty with- 
in the limits of tiie province of Quebec. 
The United States government then ap- 
pealed to the privy council of England, 
the highest court in that country.

One of the most important of the new 


bills introduced in the assembly by As- 
semblyman William H. Bell of this city, 
provides that the common council of 
every city and board of. trustees of every 
incorporated village in the state may, 
upon petition of any person or corpora- 
tion, permit the petitioner to construct 
and maintain a bridge abovc.or a tunnel 
underneath any street or alley, providing 
such bridge or tunnel docs not interfere 
with the ordinary use of the street or 
alley. 


The petition for the construction of 


the bridge or tunnel must be indorsed 
with the consent, in writing of the own- 
ers of a majority of tlie frontage of the 
real estate of the block affected. Plans 
and specifications for the bridge or tun- 
nel must be filed with the city or vil- 
lage clerk before consent is given for 
the construction 
of the improvement. 


The petition is -also to give a bond to 
indemnify the city against any possible 
damage. 


COVERS RACIXE TROUBLE. 


This bill is of unusual interest to the 


citizens of Racine, for it covers a recent 
trouble experienced by the Mitchell & 
Lewis Co., who desired to build a bridge 
across Kighth street. 


It will be remembered that the city 


oouncil vacated a portion of the street 
to the wagon company snd that it was 
the intention to build across the street, 
leaving a. roadway through 
a 
tunnel. 


VFhcn the case was fought by citizens and 
carried to the supreme court that tribu- 
nal decided that the city had a legal 
right to vacate a portion or all of the 
street, but not to permit the company to 
build a bridge over the street. This 
stopped the Mitchell & Lewis company 
from adding a. $200,000 factory building 
to its plant. 


WOULD SET DECISION ASIDE. 
In case the bill offered by Assembly- 


man Bell becomes a law it will in a 
measure do away with the decision of 
the supreme court and give any concern 
the right to build a, bridge or 
tunnel, 


above or below a street. With the law 
in effect the wagon company would have 
no trouble in getting permission to build 
across Eighth street. 


Senator J'ohneon also introduced a sim- 


ilar bill in the senate, giving cities the 
right to grant a franchise for the build- 
ing of tunnels and bridges across streets.

Weather Prevents Work on West 


Sixlh Street Structure—Will 


not bo Ready Before April. 


Not a stroke of work has been done on 


the West Sixth street bridge since Feb. 
1, and it looks as if the structure will 
not be ready for travel 
much before 


April. This delay on the part of the 
co'ntractors is attributed to the extreme 
cold weather and inability of men 
to 


stand the labor outside. 


'Weakness has beeu discovered in some 


of the iron work at the west approach. 
There ore a number of iron posts upon 
which the iron girders nnd tloor rests, 
leading from the earth to the structure 
proper. Oue of these supports had bad- 
ly buckled, in other words wnrp»d out, of 
shape 
and 
experts claim that if one 


buckles the others are liable to do so, 
indicating weakness of the approach con: 
struction. 


Of course this post must be removed 


and perhaps others nnd heavier ones put 
in their place. Many west side property 
owners have viewed the conditions.and 
are much interested in the future action 
of the board of public works. 


Yesterday afternoon a press represen- 


tative'visited the bridge. The main struc- 
ture has been swung shut Hnd the west 
approach built to it nnd all is ready for 
the plank roadway and sidewalks, but 
the east approach is not up nt all. 


The street on the east certainly looks 


very narrow and it seems that the pro- 
perty owners had just cause to enter 
protest. In the meantime the west side 
people continue to 
pick their way 


through the dangerous 
roadway 
nnd 


across the pontoon bridge. Up to date no 
accidents have occurred, fortunate in- 
dued.

Marked -and lasting improvements arc 


being planned for all of the country roads 
leading out of the city, nnd a petition is 
now being circulated''and signed both in 
the city and county. This petition will 
be presented to the supervisors of the 
town of Mt. Pleasant for their action and 
approval. 


For years the country roads have been 


In a deplorable condition, work having 
been done in spots, and poor work at 
that. It is now proposed to go about 
tho matter in a businesslike manner and 
Improve the roads in such a way that they 
willlbo permanent. Loads of stone and 
gravel have been dumped upon the high- 
ways at different points heretofore nnd 
little attention has been paid to them 
after.that has been done. Gangs of men 
have boon set to work with plows, cut- 
ting .flutters nnd dumping the sod in tho 
center of the roadway. This has proven 
a very costly and at the same time, a 
very unsatisfactory method to purmc. 


The improvement planned now is tho 


macadamizing of the center of the roads 
•with a strip twelve feet wide. This 
will be ton inches deep at the center nnd 
Moping to the depth of six inches «t the 
edges. The top two inches of the dress- 
ing will be crushed stone or gravel as the 
board may determine in considering the 
best material for certain localities. 


ROADS TO BE IMPROVED. 


Road No. 1, commonly known as Ra- 


cino street, running south from the city 
limits, through Lakeside and as far ns 
the county line, is one 08 the roads men- 
tioned. Other roads arc the road to Cor- 
liss. This will be macadamized from the 
point recently completed by the city on 
Asylum avenue to the road leading west 
to Corliss. This will give » good highway 
ns far as Corliss. Other roads to be in- 
cluded in the list for improvement are 
tho Rapids road, Northwestern avenue, 
tho Milwaukee road and the Wind Point 
road. This practically includes all of the 
roads leading out of the city, over which 
tho farmers of this vicinity drive into the 
city.

SIIEBOYGAN, Wis.. Feb. 7.—The deal 


for the purchase, of the plant of the 
City Water company by tho city of She- 
boygnn at a cost of $350,000 has at last 
been closed, the negotiations having been 
started six years ago. The last hitch 
encountered has been removed by the 
company consenting to furnish a 8250,- 
000 bond that it will faithfully perform 
its part of the contract. The contract 
is that the city will take over the plant 
on January l,'l!>08. when the company's 
franchise expires. The matter will have 
to be voted upon at the coming spring 
election by the citizens. Bonds will then 
be issued"to cover the purchase of the 
plant. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.-In view of

He is 
unable to state to whom the paper or- 
iginally belonged, but on one corner is 
written: "From Harry Marsh. Keep 
this until I return from the army."

GREAT NAVAL VICTORY.

At half past 8 
the brig fired a shot as a challenge, and 
hoisted 3 English ensigns, and immed- 
iately bore up for us. At 0 we tacked

At half past 0 it fell calm, the

At half past 11 a breeze sprang up Iron 
the S, W. which gave us the wcathei 
guage; we maneuvered to the windward 
until 2 p. m. to try our sailing with tin 
enemy and ascertain his force.

hoisted 3 ensign?, and fired a shot a 
v.lic enemy. At 3 p. m. tacked and bor 
up for the enemy, taking him to be on 
of II.

MiaH pistol shot, gave 3 cheers and com 
Imcnced tho action by firing her star 
'board broadside. We then 
rcturnc 


them 3 cheers with out larboard broad 


side, when the action became general. 
At 20 minutes past 3 p. m. our brave 
commander fell, and while lying on deck 
refused to be carried below, raised liis 
head and requested that the flag might 
never bo struck. At half past 3 we 
ranged ahead of the enemy, fired out 
stern chasers, rounded to on the star- 
board tack, and raked him with our 
starboard broadside. At thirty-live min- 
utes past 3, the enemy's maintc/praast 
and topsail yard came down. We then 
set the foresail, and took a position on 
his starboard bow and continued to rake 
him until 45 minutes past 3, when lie 
ceased firing and crk-d out for quarter*, 
saying that as their colors were nailed, 
they could not haul them down."

It docs not seem possible that 
the federal government by treaty in any 
way could force a state to pay its debts, 
whether just or otherwise.

Italian government that under no cir- 
cumstances could the Unite,d States as- 
sume any responsibility for the failure of 
a state to protect its citizens. In tho 
same way trie federal government appar- 
ently has no constitutional right at all 
to make the subject of state debts a.

But very likely their 
reform is not spelled in that way. 


RIGHTS OP PROnSBTY OWXKKS. 


Missouri is to hnve a law compelling 


tho farmer to keep the weeds cut on any 
premises of his fronting public highways 
clear to the middle of the rood, but ns 
in most states it is held any public ser- 
vice corporation has a right to use the 
roads for their tracks either in tho cen- 
ter or along the aides, that is of course 
first scouring a charter, the injustice of 
holding tho hard working farmer respon- 
sible for the weeds to the center line of 
the highways is seen.

same dtiy and ask the parental hissing.

have averaged $2,;~>flO ]>cr year in mar- 
riage fees. 'The bill of Mr. Thies was up 
before the judiciary committee yesterday 
and strange to relate the committee fav- 
ored the bill mul will reconum-nd it for 
passage. However, 
it is not believed 


that Lbe legislature will pass the law, al- 
though there will be H great deal of pres- 
sure brought to bear to bring about its 
passage. 


ARGUE COMMERCIAL SIDE. 


The commercial rather than the senti- 


mental side of the matter was emphasiz- 
ed in the argument before the committee 
t>y the author of the bill. Assemblyman 
Fred Thies of Brodhcad, the 
Kev. 
R. 


Kaufmaim of Monroe, president of the 
Ministers' association of Green county, 
and others who appeared in favor of the 
measure. 


They argued that the present law re- 


quiring a five day delay between the date 
of the license and the performance of the 
ceremony caused many couples living on 
the border of the state to go over into 
adjoining states to have their marriages 
performed, thus depriving the Wisconsin 
clergy and civil otliecrs authorized lo per- 
form such ceremonies of numerous long 
green bills and heavy gold pieces of com- 
fortable denominations. 


The promotion of home industries was 


one of the most popular national poli- 
cies of this country, they argued, nnd 
any legislation that would tend to induce 
Wisconsin couples to be married at home, 
nnd thus keen much good money in the 
communities, in which such couples re- 
sided, was strictly in line with this pol- 
icy. 
The Rev. Mr. Kaufmann made a 


particularly strong plea in behalf of the 
clergy residing in the southern part of 
thn state, who have lost thousands of 
dollars since the present law went into 
effect by reason of t'.ie fact -..hat many 
couples have gone over into Illinois to 
get married instead of 
remaining 
at 


home and enduring what is often an em- 
barrassing and almost ahvny.s an irksome 
delay between the pccuring of the license 
and "the performance of the ceremony. 


FAVORED r.Y SINGLE MENT. 


Tho judiciary committee is composed 


largely of young, unmarried men, nnd 
tho vote was almost unanimously in fa- 
vor of the bill. 


In harmony with President Roosevelt's 


ideas, they believed all reasonable steps 
should be'taken to promote marriages in- 
stead of trying to hinder them. Their 
views finally prevailed.

Two freight wrecks occurred on 
the 


Chicago &, Northwestern railway last 
night, completely blockading traffic be- 
tween Racine and Milwaukee, in fact 
along the whole line. 


The first one was small and happened 


about one hundred feet north of St. Pat- 
rick street, at 8:30 o'clock. A long train, 
cars loaded with miscellaneous freight, 
wai running south. A draw bar of one 
car loaded with timber pulled out and 
the train broke in two. When the sec- 
tions came together the 
injured 
car 


buckled and forced timbers down under 
another ear ahead, lifting it, 
off 
the 


trucks. 
The damaged cars were pulled 


to a sidetrack and the train proceeded, 
but the south bound passenger and other 
trains were delayed. 


The second wreck was at'Ives, between 


11 and 12 o'clock. Two freight trains 
were on the tracks at that station. One 
train was bucked down into the locomo- 
tive of tho other. Trainmen saw the col- 
lision was coming and leaped off and es- 
caped serious injury. 


BOTH TRACKS BLOCKADED. 


The large locomotive was turned over 


on Us side and a caboose and

freight car; with freight uiorc or less 
wrecked. The wrecked cars and freight 
blockaded both 
tracks and

trains came from Chicago nnd Milwau- 
kee. It was early this morning before 
the wreckage was cleared up and traffic 
resumed.

had been wrecked and this morning many 
people went out to view it.

.i-MS two box cars lying beside the tracks 
and the ashes of some others which were 
burned.

1'art of the radiators were loaded 
into another car and taken to Milwau- 
kee. No one was injured. The damage 
all told could not possibly amount to 
over $3.000.

Eggs Will Command 


Much Higher Price. 


Iteports came from Chicago early in 


the week that the egg market had been 
cornered by the Swift ni;d Amour com- 
bination. Indications pointo.l to agents 
gobbling i-p every egg it was possible 10 
secure in the country towns adjacent t" 
the metropolis and it appears as though 
eggs would be an expensive luxury in 
tin1 future. 


These threatened conditions were at- 


tributed to extreme cold weather caus- 
ing hens not to lay, also that the cold 
storage houses and several big packers 
had their places filled with eggs pur- 
chased lust fall, making the combine pos- 
sible. 


It was anticipated that the price of 


eggs would go up to 50 and (iO cents a 
dozen. Inquiry of the liaciue merchants 
reveals thnt a famine is not feared. 


FRESH EGGS VERY SCARCE. 


However, fresh eggs have been very 


scarce, almost impossible to secure and 
the prices paid by average housewives i; 
."2 and 35 cents a dozen, while the cold 
storage cpc* bring 27 to 2S! cents. Of 
the latter there are plenty nnd grocers 
have experienced no difficulty in getting 
a sufficient supply to care for cust:;v-i- 
ers. 


So far as can be ascertained farmer? 


in Racine county have not shipped many 
eggs into Chicago and Milwaukee mar- 
kets for the reason they havo not had 
them to ship. Men with as high as one 
hundred laying hens have not been able 
to ^et one dozen a week. ^Vann weath- 
er, they state will change the conditions, 
and eggs will come down to the usual 
market prices.

President Stickney of the Chicago Great 
Western railway,declared that much o" 
the responsibility for the persistent fail 
urc to enforce railway legislation rested 
upon the government officials who ac- 
cept passes. From, the president down 
he affirmed, the men holding office are 
confirmed pass takers and to that ex- 
tent under personal obligations to the 
transportation companies. Mr. Stickney 
took pains to give his criticisms a direct 
personal application to the ease of Pres 
idcilt Roosevelt. 


There could be only one satis facjtorj 


answer to the charge that the president 
habitually accepts such favors from rail 
war companies. That would be a specific 
denial of its truth. Unfortunately, such 
a denial does not seem to be forthcom 
ing. 
In the course of his travels Presi 


dent Roosevelt, like most of his predcccs 
ears, has used private cars, which, ae 
cording to current report and common 
understanding, were furnished 
free 


cost by the ronSs. 


As no president ever took so bold a 


stand against the railways as Prcsidcn 
Roosevelt has taken it cannot be sai< 
that his acceptance of passes has affect 
ed his 
administration. The 
criticism 


which Mr. Stickney makes is none th 
less sound and forceful for that reason 
Even tile-presidential office cannot be per 
mitted to shield its incumbent, if the al 
legations are true. The pass-taking prnc 
tice is indefensible in any public official 
It introduces a sinister element into leg 
islation and undermines and weakens th 
agencies through which laws are enforc 
ed. In the cnse of a president it is es 
pccially bad, for his example is inevitably 
seized upon as a pretext for similar prnc 
ticcs by subordinate officials all along th 
line.
